"Religonvs. Faith" 

Life Is not a bowl of cherries. Some say it's a pot of peach pits. 
Our Lord J esus acknowledges that as He sends His disciples out to 
bring the Gospel to the lost sheep of Israel. It Is still true here in the 
21* Century. We still need to keep our senses alert for the wolves 
among us. It is still possible to be unjustly accused, for family 
members to betray and rebel against one another. There will be 
troubles and dangers everywhere for as long as this life continues, 
and some of It will be BECAUSE of our faith. 

This passage is not just a reminder that the world is an Imperfect 
and dangerous place. It Is also a charge to get our priorities straight, 
to set our sights on the ultimate things, on the forever things. And 
it is a caution that that will not necessarily be easy. Those who say 
lightly that Christianity Is a religion of love and peace do not always 
know what they are talking about. And that Is because they do not 
understand that It Is not a religion with a lot of principles, but It Is 
faith In the one true God. That Is not so palatable to those who 
prefer something a bit more abstract. There Is nothing abstract 
about Jesus Christ, who calls us to follow Him, even when hard 
decisions must be made, even when following Him will not "keep the 
peace. " The tenth chapter of Matthew Is the best antidote to wlshy- 
washy-wanna-be Christianity. 

Keep us, O Lord, right In the heart of muscular, single-minded, 
clear-eyed, honest faith in You. Amen

Consequently, as we receive Holy 
Communion today (and the healing power of this 
gift of life), we also invite you to receive 
anointing with oil (J ames 5: 14) as we make the 
sign of the cross on your forehead. If you wish 
to share a prayer concern with us at that time, 
you are more than welcome— or you can simply 
return to your seat after receiving the 
Sacrament of Holy Communion.

2 weeks in J uly. 

Almost all of those sites will need at least one ladder! If you have any ladders that vue could 
borrow, we can pick them up or you could bring them to the church during Set-up week, J uly 
13-19. We shall pray that you be richly blessed if you can share your ladders with us! :->}
